Hydrocarbons Package : The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 



NGO Law : This law, approved March 3, will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental 
Organizations operating within Iraq.

■ There are approximately 295,000 Iraqi refugees currently registered with the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) in neighboring countries. There are likely 
significant numbers of unregistered refugees as well. UNHCR reports that 1.5 million 
Iraqis remain internally displaced due to sectarian violence following the Samarra 
Mosque bombing of February 2006. 

■ In FY09, the State Department's Bureau of Population, Refugees and Migration 
contributed $303.4 million to international and nongovernmental organizations to assist 
displaced Iraqis inside the country and in the region. 

■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 45,395 Iraqi refugees have been admitted to the 
U.S. for resettlement. 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,143 Special Immigrant Visa (SIVs) have been issued 
for Iraqi translators and interpreters (and their dependents) since FY07 (under the 
Section 1059 program). 

■ As of September 2009, a total of 1,716 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis employed by the 
U.S. government (and their dependents) since FY08 (under the Section 1244 program). 

■ Secretary of State Hillary Clinton announced on July 24 that the United States was 
contributing more than $100 million in new assistance to support the return and 
reintegration of displaced Iraqis.

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AQI leadership decimated by Iraqi and US Forces, still poses major threat 



Gen. Odierno Says AQI Sustained Heavy Leadership Losses; Still Major Threat: 

• The top commander in Iraq, General Odierno, reported that 34 of the top 42 leaders in al- 
Qaida in Iraq (AQI) have either been captured or killed by Iraqi Security Forces and U.S. 
Forces. Speaking at a Pentagon news conference, Gen. Odierno said the terrorist group in 
Iraq had "lost connections" with central al-Qaida leadership and was struggling to 
replenish its ranks. Gen. Odierno credits intelligence gathered after the network was 
infiltrated in northern Iraq by Iraqi and American forces for leading authorities to the 
suspected leaders. He emphasized that despite AQI's diminished leadership, the threat is 
still very much a priority. 

Two Iraqiya Candidates Killed by Gunmen: 

• Two candidates from the Sunni-backed Iraqiya bloc were killed by gunmen in what the 
political alliance is calling "a politically motivated campaign of assassinations." The two 
are the third and fourth Iraqiya victims since the bloc won the most seats in the 
parliamentary elections. The candidates were not expected to be seated, however, as 
neither won enough votes. 
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AQI leadership decimated by Iraqi and US Forces, still poses major threat 



At Least 1 1 Dead Following Attacks Targeting Police and Former Insurgents; 

• A series of attacks targeting police officers and Sons of Iraq in Anbar and Baghdad killed at least 
1 1 people and wounded dozens more on June 7. The attacks in Baghdad occurred in the 
Mansour district, where three people were killed in a roadside bomb, and in Abu Ghraib, where 
an imam, who was also a member of the Sons of Iraq, was killed along with his two sons. 
Elsewhere in Baghdad, two police officers were killed following city-wide attacks on police 
patrols. In Anbar, one person was killed and at least 20 injured following pre-dawn attacks on 
the homes of five police officers. The man killed was a member of the Sahwa. 

Suspected AQI Leader and Two Associates Killed by ISF; 

• A suspected AQI senior leader and two associates were killed by Iraqi Security Forces in east 
Mosul during joint security operations with U.S. advisors. The suspected leader is believed 
responsible for orchestrating terrorist operations in Mosul and for bringing foreigners into AQI. 

PKK to Resume Armed Activities Against Turkey: 

• An official from the Kurdistan Workers Party (PKK) recently stated that the group will resume 
armed attacks against the Turkish government. The PKK leadership had recendy called on the 
Turkish government to take concrete steps to settle their concerns in southeast Turkey, and part of 
their announcement stated that their demands had not been met. The announcement coincided 
with a visit by Massoud Barazani, the president of the semi-autonomous Iraqi Kurdistan region, 
to Turkey on June 2.

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Water shortage and sewage infrastructure issues plague key industries and reconstruction 



Water Shortage and Inadequate Sewage System Hamper Agriculture and Oil Industry 
Development: 

• A shortage of water and insufficient sewage infrastructure are harming Iraq's agriculture, 
oil industries, and the general reconstruction effort. Iraq's water shortages are expected to 
worsen as its population continues to grow. Iraq has one of the most extensive irrigation 
systems in the world, but it has been neglected over the years due to war and sanctions. 
According to the United Nations, around 83% of sewage is being discharged untreated 
into waterways, while the Iraqi government estimates 24% of Iraqis do not have access to 
safe water. The delay in government formation has also meant a delay in central 
government support for large infrastructure projects for water and sewage treatment.

Iraqi Oil Minister Shahristani Expects an Increase of 150,000 Barrels by End of 2010: 
• On June 7, Iraq's oil minister, Husayn al-Shahristani, described Iraq's plans to increase 
crude oil production nearly five-fold over the next seven years at an oil conference in 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaysia. Shahristani outlined GOI plans to increase Iraq's current oil 
capacity of about 2.5 million barrels a day to about 12 million by 2017. He stated that 
capacity will increase by about 150,000 barrels by the end of the year, and also included 
plans to open for bidding on September 1 a third major tender to develop three natural 
gas fields. "All the qualified oil and gas companies are free to participate," he said.

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GOI strengthens regional relations 



Barzani Visits Turkey; 

• KRG President Massoud Barzani pledged "all efforts" to stop surging separatist 
Kurdish violence against Turkey as he paid a landmark visit to Ankara. Turkish 
Foreign Minister Ahmet Davutoglu hailed the warming ties, stressing that Turkey had 
a vision of "full economic integration" with Iraq's Kurdish region. The trip marked 
Barzani's first visit to Turkey since the 2003. 

Zebari Visits Egypt: 

• Foreign Minister Hoshyar Zebari traveled to Egypt on June 3 to hold a meeting with 
his Egyptian counterpart Ahmed Abul Gheit. According to Iraq's Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, the two leaders discussed ways of improving bilateral ties. 

Iraq Attends Emergency Arab Ministerial on Gaza: 

• Foreign Minister Hoshyar Zebari led an Iraqi delegation to an emergency Arab 
ministerial meeting in Cairo on June 3. The meeting, which was sponsored by the 
Council of the League of Arab States, was called in response to the Israeli flotilla attack 
incident. Before the meeting, Iraq's Ministry of Foreign Affairs issued a statement in 
which it expressed condemnation of the attack. 
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IDPs Complete Language Training in Erbil 



The KRG Ministry of Culture hosted a ceremony for 480 adult students who completed 
a six month-long Kurdish language training course. The students were internally 
displaced Iraqis who spoke Arabic, Assyrian, Chaldean, and Aramaic. The course taught 
► basic language skills, writing, and reading to help the students better assimilate into 
their new community. Certificates were presented by the governor of Erbil, the PRT 
Erbil team leader, and other KRG senior officials. 



A development project for the village of Kiloarba in Wasit province will provide local 
farmers with young turkeys and the necessary feed and equipment to sustain the birds until 
they are ready for breeding and marketing. The village is very poor and lacks basic services 
► and villagers were "ecstatic" for the support and opportunity. Future support from the 
Wasit Small Business Center could help this initiative launch into a sustainable Iraqi 
project.
